PRUSSIAN TREATIES "SCRAPPED." 


The announcement issued by the State. Depart- 


ment that it has reached the conclusion that the 
acts of the government of f he German empire have 
worked a nullification of the American-Prussian 
treaties of 1799 and .1828 must meet with full popu- 
lar approval. It is manifest to every person who 
has kept informed of the various events in the rela- 
tions between the United States and Germany that 
Hie latter government has applied to the treaty the 
same theory and principle upon which it entered the 
war,, namely, that'the obligations of treaties may 
be set aside by one of the high contracting parties 
whenever it is no longer to its interest to observe 
them. A reading of the treaty makes out the strong- 
est possible case against Germany, the evidence of 
violations being a matter of general knowledge. Ar 
tide' 12 of the treaty of 1828, revived from the treaty 
of 1790, reads as follows: 


• 
< ;lf one of the contracting parties should be en 
gaged in war'with any other power, the free inter 
course and commerce of the subjects or citizens oi 
the party remaining neutral with the belligerent 
powers shall not be interrupted. On the contrary 
in that case, as in full peace, the vessels of the neu 
tral party may navigate freely to and from the ports 
and 011 the coasts of .the belligerent parties, free 
vessels making free goods, inasmuch as all things 
shall be adjudged free which shall be'on board an> 
;vessel belonging to the neutral party, although such 
'things belong to the enemy of the other; and th 
. same freedom shall be extended to the persons wlu 
shall be on board a free vessel, although they should: 
be enemies to the other party, unless they be sol- 
diers in actual service of the enemy." 


In commenting upon this article, Professor Ster- 


ling E..Edmunds, lecturer of international law in St. 
Louis'university law school, writing to the New 
York Times, points but that it is of great'signifi- 
cance'to recall that Benjamin Franklin, who drew 
up the original of the article, was an ardent cham- 
pion of complete exemption from capture at sea of 
all/private property; contraband excepted, and that 
this ' historic':doctrine owes its adoption by the 
United States to Franklin's firm espousal of it. 
This twelfth article contemplates the most complete 
freedom and inviolability of trade with Prussia's 
enemies of all products save those of contraband, 
nnd that such was the intention of the parties, his- 
tory and contemporary documents fully attest. 


The revised fifteenth article of the treaty of 1799 


refers to the exercise of the duty of visit and search 
and sets out how visits shall take place with a mini- 
tu urn of inconvenience. It says: 


"Ami to prevent entirely any disorder and vio- 


lence in such cases it is stipulated that when the 
vessels of the neutral party, sailing without convoy, 
shall be met by any vessels of war, public or pri- 
vate, of the other party, such vessels of war shall 
not send more than two or three men in their boat 
on board the said neutral vessel to examine her 
passports and documents. And all persons belong- 
ing to any vessel of war, public or private, who shall 
molest and insult in any way whatever the people, 
vessels, or effects of the other party shall be re- 
sponsible in their persons and property for dam- 
ages and interest, sufficient security for which shall 
be given by all commanders of private armed ves- 
sel.^ before they are ^commissioned." 


It will not be argued that the provisions of this 


treaty do not provide mighty obstacles to any at- 
tcnipted commercial blockade of England by Ger- 
many, providing as it does for the total exemption 
from capture and inviolability of all property of 
United States vessels, contraband cxceptcd, and for 
uninterrupted commerce with Germany's enemies. 
But also it is impossible for anyone seriously to pre- 
tend that Germany has not completely and incon- 
tinently disregarded the treaty many times since 
the sinking of.the "William T. Frye" early in 1915 
If this and all the numerous subsequent violations 
had not reduced the old Prussian treaties to scrap? 
of paper, tlie manifesto of indiscriminate submarine 
warfare was sufficient to remove every trace of 
them. That subsequent to the submarine procla- 
mation of January 31 last, Germany attempted to 
secure the United States' approval to a protocol of 
the treaty of 1828, will long remain an incident of 
mysterious insolence in statesmanship. 


CONORESSWOMAN RASKIN. 


Many events of tremendous importance

ing week. But with the war measures and the 
probable declaration of the state of war, there is 
one of a peculiarly peaceful nature (at least that 
bus been the hope) which should riot be permitted 
to pass with obscure notice.

Representatives of Hon. Jeannette Rankin of Mon- 
tana. Immediately after the November election it 
was planned throughout the country to celebrate 
the arrival of the Congresswomau from Montana at 
Washington with copious accounts and expansive 
illustrations. In normal times the event would de- 
serve much conspicuousness, because it is a signifi 
cant one in the political evolution of womankind 
generally and the United States especially. 


Miss Rankin has recently concluded a lecturing 


tour of Middle AVesteru cities and in nearly every 
community a pleasant surprise over her personal 
appearance has been announced. The campaign 
photographs gave the impression that Representa- 
tive Rankiu's features were arranged in severe 
angles, but this obviously is not the case. A Des 
Moiues editor writes that she has "fluff-fluff ha!" 
and a lissom figure." Fortunately a bill which has 
been introduced m the Iowa legislature had not be- 
come a law when Miss Rankin passed through that 
State. It provides that if a newspaper publishes a 
false pictorial likeness of a person which provokes 
such person to anger he or she may go into court 
and secure an injunction and the offender may be 
sent to jail for thirty days. 


But in the present situation, Hon. Jeannette Ran- 


kin will not provoke the small observations nor in- 
spire the recounting of personal details that was 
once feared for her. She will be one of a solemn leg- 
islative body unanimously, we hope, intent upon 
doing all things needful for the country's welfare.

SPIRIT OF THE STATE PRESS 


WHEN IT IS TOO LATE. 


Ou March 16, B. C.,44, Julius Caesar stood in the 


tribune at Rome, arguing with Metellus Cimber and 
Daius Cassius over the petition of the former to 
lave the order of his disfrauchisemeut revoked. 
Marcus Brutus slipped between Metellus, Cassius, 
Jasca, Trebonhis and other friends and stabbed- 
Caesar in the heart. As the dictator fell at the foot 
of the Pompey statue, he looked reproachfully at 
Brutus and exclaimed, "And }rou too, Brutus!" 


On March 16, lilGl years later, the Czar of Russia 


was returning to his capital when informed, by 
one member of his staff who was not traitorously 
deceitful, that the Duma and the people of Petro- 
grad had revolted and seized the imperial palace 
and the capital. Shortly afterward Czar Nicholas 
signed his decree of abdication and thus approved 
the downfall of imperialism in Russia. As a king 
he thereupon passed away and his last words were, 
"God aid Russia!" 


These incidents, so far apart, as time goes, are re 


markable for the thoughts they disclosed. Julius 
Caesar, overwhelmed by the treason of his friends, 
in a ver}r simple phrase uttered volumes of reproach 
upon one whom he had trusted as his friend, which 
made the treason of that friend many fold greater 
Czar Nicholas, in closing his part, perhaps, in si 
great world drama, conscious of the treachery oJ 
bis advisors, was thoughtful enough to use an exact 
word, "aid." He avoided the natural, but ambigu 
ous expression, "God help Russia."' 


Were Mark Antony present in 1917 he might have 


again exclaimed : 


"Oh! What a fall was that, my countrymen!' 


But, as in Rome, the rebuke to treason was too 
ong deferred and consequently hopelessly weak.

In the spring of 1912, the State 


Board of Health discovered a typhoid 
carrier, who was a sailor on a lumber 
vessel plying- between Humboldt bay 
and San Francisco. He had infected 
twenty-seven sailors and officers, four 
of -whom had died. Near the end 
of the year he had apparently not ' 
discharged typhoid bacilli for four 
months and it was thought safe to 
release him from quarantine, if he 
remained xinder monthly observation. 
He went to work on a coastwise ves- 
sel and soon afterward infected three 
sailors, one of'whom. died. Since then 
he has been continuously under quar- 
antine by the State Board of Health 
and under the care of the United 
States Public Health Service at the 
Marine Hospital in San Francisco. 
Many oE the readers o£ the Monthly 
Bulletin will remember the case and 
will be interested to Know that it has 
been impossible permane-ntly to free 
this carrier from his infection. 
The 


authorities at the laboratory of the 
United States Public Health Service 
in San Francisco inform the State 
•Board of Health that he is still dis- 
charging typhoid bacilli in his fc-ceg, 
although there are long intervals in 
which the bacilli are not found on 
examination. 
During the five years 


between his attack >o£ typhoid fever 
and the permanent arrangement for 
isolation, this carrier innocently in- 
fected, on the average,.six persons and 
caused one death every year. At the 
same average rate during the past 
four years he would have infected 
twenty-four more persons and caused 
four more deaths, if he had riot been 
under 
official 
supervision.—State
